1. PRCLO COMMERCIAL OFFICER T'UNG CHIH-KUANG COMPLAINED TO 
NCUSCT STAFFER EUGENE A. THEROUX MARCH 27 THAT THE U.S. WAS 
BEING VERY DIFFICULT AND DILATORY ABOUT THE ISSUANCE OF 
VISAS TO PRCLO STAFF. HE MENTIONED THAT PRCLO COMMERCIAL 
OFFICER HUANG WEN-CHUN WAS CURRENTLY UNABLE TO RETURN TO 
WASHINGTON SINCE HE HAD APPLIED FOR HIS VISA OVER A MONTH 
AGO BUT HAD YET TO RECEIVE IT. 

2. DEPTOFF EXPRESSED DISBELIEF. AFTER CHECKING, WE 
INFORMED THEROUX THAT VISA REQUEST RECEIVED IN WASHINGTON 
FEBRUARY 25 (REF A) AND ISSUANCE OF VISA AUTHORIZED NEXT 
DAY (REF B). DEPTOFF PRESUMED VISA WOULD HAVE BEEN 
ISSUED SHORTLY THEREAFTER. 

3. THEROUX CALLED T'UNG BACK AND INFORMED HIM OF SUBSTANCE 
PARA 2 ABOVE. T'UNG STUCK BY HIS STORY, ADDING THAT HE HAD 
RECEIVED A LETTER FROM HUANG WEN-CHUN, WRITTEN IN PEKING 
AND MAILED MARCH 18, IN WHICH HUANG ASSERTED THAT AS OF 
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THAT DATE HE WAS STILL AWAITING ISSUANCE OF HIS VISA. 
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4. PLEASE ADVISE STATUS. 
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
